TSMENAGED BY -

TO MODIFY | 


If Corn Sugar Label Rule Ie -

WASHINGTON, July 26. —« 
Eventual nullification of the 1906 
Federal Pure Food and Drug law 
was forecast by several witnesses 
at a hearing here yesterday aftere 
noon if Secretary of Agriculture 


Arthur M. Hyde carried out his ap- 
parent plan to modify the pure 
food and drug administrations reg- 
ulations which now require that 
food products containing corn sugar 
must state the fact on their labels, 

Hyde admitted that he had called 
the hearing in order to determine 
whether it would Be possible to 
change the regulations and thereby 
extend the market for corn. He 
said that he was not sure that he 
had the authority to modify the 
regulations by an executive order 
inasmuch as several proposals for 
modification of the order had been 
introduced in Congress. None of 
these proposals has succeeded. 

Notices of the hearing were sent 
out last Saturday. Hyde denied 
that the death of Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, noted food expert who con- 
stantly fought for stricter enforce-. 
ment of the pure food law, or the 
adjournment of Congress had had 
anything to do with calling of the 
hearing. He said that he was leav- 
ing today for Florida and that next 
week he would tour the Middle 
West in a campaign to reduce farm 
acreage. 

Experts Oppose 

“Congress has refused to modi- 
fy the law to permit the use of un- 
declared corn sugar partly because 
the Department of Agriculture op- 
posed such legislation,” he said. “I 
want to find out whether any harm 
would be done if we illowed corn 
sugar to be used where cane and 
beet sugar is now used.”

Besides expressing his 
condolence, he recalled the kind 
treatment he had received at the 
hand of his former enemies during 
the period of his captivity. 

The opening of the telegraph 
wires to the general public brought 
a regular avalanche of messages 
from distracted relatives. During 
the first days after the quake, the 
Government had reserved the tele- 
graph lines to official messages 
having to do with relief work.

Accompanied by some friends, 
Pessoa encountered the assassin, 
Joao Dantas, in a refreshment 
store. Dantas drew a revolver, and 
fired several times at Pessoa, who 
fell dead. Pessoa’s chauffeur fired 
at Dantas, but too late to stop the 
assassination. Dantas was wound- 
ed. 

Dantas is the chief municipal 
officer in the town of Texeira, 
State of Parahyba, near the region 
of Princeza, where Jose 
has been leading aie rebellion 
against the state government. 

President Pessoa was a member 
of a traditionally prominent fam- 
ily in the nation, being the nephew 
of Senator Epitacio Pessoa, who 
was president of the republic from 
1918 to 1922. He is a member of 
the International Court of Justice 
at The Hague. 


Joao Pessoa for months had 
been involved in a kind of guer- 
iila warfare in the State of Para- 
syba. In a struggle between his 
partisans and those of the National 
Government or of opposition depu- 


ties, many persons have been killed. 


Pessoa was nominated as the 
vice presidential] candidate of the 
Liberal party last September. Run- 
hing on the ticket with Getulia 
Vargas, he was defeated in the 
March elections.

CLEARS MURDERED

Detroit Bootlegger in Affi- 
davit Says Police Got 
First Sworn Statement by 
Trickery.

Gerald E. (Jerry) Buckley, slain 
radio announcer, was buried in 
Mount Olivet Cemetery today. Sim- 
uitaneously, Thomas F. Kennedy, 
his law partner, made public an 
affidavit designed to clear the 
name of the man who was known 
for his attacks on the underworld. 

Jack Klein, a motion picture op- 
erator, who was sitting beside 
Buckley in the La Salle Hotel when 
three gunmen killed him, was re- 
jeased on a writ of habeas corpus 
after admission by the prosecutor's 
office that there was no evidence 
to justify holding him. 

Thousands of persons lined the 
streets as the body was carried 
from the home to St. Gregory's Ro- 
man Catholic Church for the last 
services. Other thousands followed 
the procession to the cemetery. 
Most of the crowd had known 
Buckley only by his voice, an in- 
visible speaker who championed 
their cause, old age pensions, mu- 
nicipal governnmeniR came and 
many other topics. Until Buckley 
fell with 11 gangster bullets in his 
body early Wednesday most of the 
crowd never had seen his face. 
More than 100,000 persons passed 
his bier. 

Contents of Affidavit. 

The affidavit given out by Ken- 
nedy was signed by Frank Chock, 
a bootlegger. It stated that Chock 
unwittingly had signed a statement 
given him by Police Commissioner 
Thomas C. Wilcox two days after 
the killing in which the allegation 
was made that Buckley had forced 
him (Chock) to enter the bootleg 
business and then attempted to 
collect $4000 from him, 

According to Chock’s newest af- 
fidavit, Wilcox obtained his signa- 
tuze to a document he did not un- 
derstand and which he could not 
read. Chock said he could not 
read English, and that he was un- 
able to grasp the significance of 
the statement as it was read to 
him. He said he signed it only 
because he feared he would be sent 
to jail.

Historic “Oakhill” as a Gift 
to Hii Daughtcr.

hill,’’ the historic estate of Presi- 
dent James Monroe, has been pur- 
chased by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon for his daughter, Mrs. 
David K. Estes Bruce. Mrs. Bruce, 
whose husband is the son of former 
Senator William Cabell 
Maryland, it is understood, has not 
been in good health for some time 
and is desiros of a quiet life such 
as “Oakhill’ will afford. 

The. price paid for the stately 
Georgian mansion of brick and its 
surrounding 2000 acres is said to 
be $700,000. 
Frank C, Littleton, a retired busi- 
ness man of Loudon County, Va., 
who had it remodeled according to 
the original plan of President 
Monroe. 

The estate is .close to the Blue 
Ridge mountains and near . the 
Bull Run battlefield. It is 35 
miles from the Capitol. 

Thomas Jefférson assisted in de- 
signing the mansion and a signifi- 
cant Jeffersonian touch is seen in 
its seven doric columns, each 390 
feet high. Still standing are the 
200 year old cottage which Mon- 
roe occupied while the building 
was being erected and the brick 
smoke house which is still in use. 

Jefferson, Madison, Lafayette 
and John Quincy Adams are 
among those who were entertained 
at the estate. At a later date, 
Stonewall Jackson stationed his 
wagon trains there where he plan- 
ned to make a stand should he be 
forced back from the second bat- 
tle of Manassas. In 1926, Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge were guests 
of Littleton in the house. 

The estate passed from the 
Monroe family to Col. John Fair- 
fax, and in the late seventies was 
sold to a Dr. Quimby, who, in 
turn, disposed of it to Henry 
Fairfax, son of Col. John Fairfax. 
Littleton bought the estate from 
Fairfax in 1919,

MISSISSIPPI SHIPPERS 
WARNED OF LOW LEVEL 


Navigation in South Endan- 
gered by Record Drop, 
Barge Line Reports. 


Barge line shippetfs were warned 
last week that channel conditions 
on the Lower Mississippi might in- 


terfere with announced schedules, 
in a notice by the Mississippi-War- 
rior Service, the Government op- 
erating agency. 

The stage of the Mississippi yes- 
terday was 4.2 feet, lowest for July 
since records began in 1860, and 
13.2 feet below the July average. 
Record low in any month was 
reached on Dec. 22, 1917. The wa- 
ter then was 3.1 feet below the 
zero mark, which was set in 1874 
at the lowest stage previously 
recorded. At zero the St. Louis 
harbor has a dependable channel of 
eight feet and deeper. 
| Last September, when the river 
reached 3.2 on its way down to a 
®-foot stage, the barge line was 
compelled to halt acceptance of 


|bulk shipments. Emergency sched- 
iules cared for urgent traffic, and 


handling of the heavier commodi- 
ties was resumed in six weeks when 
the river rose to 6 feet. 

The misfortune, however, blight- 
ed the line’s excellent chance of a 
record year, and water as low this 
year might produce a similar effect. 
So far there is no indication of 
such gravity. 

“This condition is temporary 
only, but it is sufficiently grave 
to warrant notice to our patrons 
for their protection,” explained the 
Federal management, adding that 
delays might occur at times in bulk 
traffic. “The regular weekly ex- 
press service is not seriously in- 
terrupted, which will insure the 
usual dependable schedule on all 
of our less carload merchandise.”

OLD HOMESTEADS MAY 


All Old Houses Are Behind the 
Times in One Respect 
or Another. 


Residents of St. Louis, as well as 
visitors to the city, view with 
pleasure this magnificent estate in 
St. Louis County which is one of 
the show places of Greater St. 
Louis, located as it is, only a few 
miles from the city on one of the 
principal county highways. 

Colonial Home, 

The handsome, large southern 
Colonial homestead, containing 
many rooms, is in the center of a 
peautiful lawn which is charmingly 
and picturesquely landscaped. 

The gleaming white porch co}- 
umns of the house are easily vis- 
ible to the motorists who speed 


jalong the highway. Most of them, 
‘as they comment on the beauty of 


the estate, would be surprised to 
learn that the homé is a remodeled 
structure, an old residence built in 
pre-Civil War days, which was re- 
modeled several years ago. 

The dwelling originally was of 
the type of architecture so popu- 
lar in this section of the country 75 
years ago. Like all residences of 
the type, it was a large, comfort- 
able, square house with a hall run- 
ning through from the main en- 
trance. A small square porch, con- 
structed of wood, led up to the 
front door. 


Exterior Changes.

The dearth of electrical outlets 
for household electric appliances is 
one of the inconveniences which the 
housewife who lives in an old-fash- 
ioned house is obliged to put up 
with, 

In the earlier days of electric 
lighting of private residences, 
houses were wired for lighting pur- 
poses Only and had few or no con- 
venience outlets. 

In other cases, where an effort 
was made to bring the wiring up to 
date, outlets were put on the light- 
ing circuits. 

The result is that fuses blow out 
when more than one appliance is 
used at night, and the lights flicker 
and dim whenever an appliance is 
connected.

RUSSIAN SMUGGLING 
PLOTINU. S, ALLEGED 


Amtorg Corporation Named as 
Owner of Watch Parts Ille- 
gally Imported. 


NEW YORK, July 26. — The 
Russian trade situation, on which 
the light of publicity was recently 
focused by the congressional com- 
mittee investigating communism in 
the United States, was further 
complicated today by predictions 
of embargoes and reprisals and a 
police charge of smuggling.

BEST SINCE WAR 


NEW YORK, July 26. — The 
British are coming with what ap- 
pears to be the strongest polo team 
they have sent against the United 
States since the war.

A Queer Tangle. 
NLESS the Park Department 
intervenes, St. Louis is likely 
to be inadequately represented in 


the first annual national women’s 
park tennis championship at 
Washington, Aug. 14 next. 

The St. Louis municipal tennis 
body has ruled that the two lead- 
ing women players, Miss Lottie 
Hagemeyer and Miss Melicent 
Endicott, are not eligible to the 
St. Louls tournament, now under 
way, which is to determine what 
local players shall compete at 
Washington, It was decided that 
they were not. strictly “park 
players,” under the regulations, 
although they have been playing! 
in local municipal tournaments 
under the same conditions for at 
least five years, 

Both girls have lockers at 
Triple A and hold permits signed 
by Park Commissioner Pape,’ 
permitting them to play on Triple 
A courts. But they are not mem- 
bers cf that organization. 

The national rules say that no 
Player who is a MEMBER of a 
club is eligible. ‘The local repre- 
sentative of the Public Parks 
Committee of the National Lawn 
Tennis Association has declared 
the girls eligible.

The two players, who have

America Defeats

Chick Irwin, chairman cf the 
Tournament Committee of the St. 


Louis District Golf Association, is 
hot, in keeping with the weather.

“We instituted the handicap 
tournament for the purpose of de- 
termining the rankings of golfers 
in the district association and it is 
on the records made in those tour- 
naments that the amateurs who are 
to represent this district in the St. 
Louls open should be chosen. 

“Scme people seem to think that 
all the amateur golfer has to do is 
to play golf. We have our busi- 
ness to look after and there is no 
reason why it should be necessary 
to hold a qualifying round. Those 
who enter the tournament will have 
to give up three days to play in it 
and if the qualifying test is held 
that will require another day. I 
believe this action should be recon-~ 
sidered and the 20 amateurs chos- 
en from our records. 

Gives Accurate Rating. 

“We. do not only include the 
scores of the handicap tournaments 
in our books, but also every round 
of medal play in which players par- 
ticipate, so the reccrds of our com- 
mittee give an accurate rating of 
the standing of the St. Louis ama- 
teurs.” 

John J. Nangle, president of the 
district association, was in sympa- 
thy with Irwin's idea and when told 
of the protest, said he would rec- 
ommend to Sid Le Gear, chairman 
of the Open Committee, that he 
meet with Irwin and iron out the 
difficulty. 

There has been some criticism 
and numercus alleged jokes cast at 
the number of changes of dates for 
the St. Louis open, but officials 
handling the tournament are 
breathing sighs of relief over the 
fact that the event was not held 
‘here during July. <As the month 
sizzles into August, it is apparent

Town Sceks- Electric Lights, / 


Water System, Speed Cop. ° 
and Jusfice of Peace.

The little town of Bridgeton that 
has slumbered in rorthwestern 8&t. 
Louis County since 1343, is waking 
up. Imbued with the hustling 
modern spirit of Lambert-8t. Louis 
airport which lies along Bridge- 
ton’s northern border, the town 
now plans to get a Justice of the 
Peace, a speed cop, electric lights, 
running water and other innova- 
tions commensurate with the air- 
planes that drone steadily over~ 
head, and the hundreds of automo- 
biles that pass through daily to 
and from the field. : 

“We need the money,” said Ju- 
lius Lowenheim, leader of Bridge- 
ton’s modern spirit, who was elect- 
ed mayor last April. “We want 
to build a new school. We want 
to get people to move out ‘here. 
This town has been asleep right 
along. Now I'm trying to wake it 
up.” 

Inside the’ corporate limits of 
Bridgeton, Lowenheim said, are 
600 acres, of land, known as the 
common fields, tracts of land 
granted to individuals for terms 
of 999 years by the Spanish crown 
before the Louisiana purchase. . 

The grants, some of them in pos- 
session of heirs of the original hold- 
ers, others sold long years ago, 
provide for rentals of from . 10 
cents to $1.85 an acre annually, the 
money to be used for educational 
purposes. A special legislative act 
passed in 1909 gives the town the 
right to sell the land, but Lowen-~- 
heim and the members of the ad- 
ministration want to divert some of 
the funds for the general welfare 
of the town. They are planning 
therefore to file a friendly suit 
against the ‘Bridgeton board of 
trustees to determine whether the 
money can be legally diverted from 
education. 

Concerning the Justice of the 
Peace, Lowenheim said: “We are 
an incorporated town, although a 
Ict of people don’t know it. We 
were incorporated by a special act 
of the Legislature in 1843 and we're 
entitled to a Justice. We used to 
have one, but he died and nobody 
else ran for the office. We are pe- 
titioning the S8t. Louis County 
Court to appoint me Justice, and 
then we're going to see about get- 
ting a speed cop. 

“We're not going to make a speed 
trap, though. The speed limit in 
town here is 15 miles an hour, but 
you can’t hold anybody to that. 
We're going to raise it to 25. 

“Bridgeton has a population of 
only 252 now, but we're gcing to 
try and boost that way up. We're 
going to try and get. Robertson, that 
uged. tobe Anglum, to go im 
us in a kind of a merger and - 
one school district of it. Then we 
can build a new schoolhouse and 
use the present cne over at Robert- 
son for the colored children. 

“We have running water going 
through the town, but no fire plugs. 
We're going to get those and we're 
going to get electric lights in a lot 
of the places that don’t have it now. 

“We figure those 600 acres of 
ccmmon fields are worth an aver. 
age of about $300 an acré, but of 
course we won't get that much for 
the land. Even so, we ought to get 
enough for a lot of improvements.”’ 

Lowenheim, @ resident of Bridge- 
ton for many years, owns a hetel, 
Pilgts’ Inn, and operate a lunch- 
room in the student home of the

Supreme Court.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 26.—An 
application for a writ of habeas 
corpus to prevent the extradition 


of the Rev. Charles Gugenhine, Ne- 
gro, from St. Louis to Pointe Cou- 
pee Parish, Lceuisiana, on a 33- 
year-old murder charge, was filed 
today in Missouri Supreme Court. 


It was asserted Gugenhine might 
be lynehed_if he were returned to 
Louisiana. 

The Court issued a writ, return- 
able Tuesday. at which time argu- 
ments will be submitted to the 
Court. 

Gugenhine was arrested recently 
in St. Louis at the request of Louisi- 
ana authorities on a charge of kill- 
ing Dr. James A. Rigney in Pointe 
Coupee Parish, in November, 1897. 
It was asserted the Negro's real 
name was Charles Allen. 

In the application fcr a writ, to 
prevent extradition under a war- 
rant issued by Gov. Caulfield on a 
Louisiana requisition, Gugenhine’s 


“are seeking to get your petitioner 
into the State of Louisiana, where 
race pre is great, and where 
‘there is a great probability of your 
petitioner being lynched. 

Issvance of the extraditicn war- 
rant is attacked on the ground the 
affidavit concerning the _ crime, 
which avas a part of the requisition 
papers, was executed before the 
Clerk of the District -Court in 
Pointe Coupee Padrish, instead of 
before a magistrate. It is con- 
tended the court clerk is not a-mag- 
istrate within the meaning of. the 
law on extraditicn and that the 
extradition warrant therefore is 
void. 

Among other points are. claims 
that Gugenhine is not the man 
named in the requisition; that he is 
not a fugitive from justice, and 
that the attempt to extradite him 
on a 33-year-old charge is “for 
some ulterior purpose.”

Elwcod avenue here a week ago, 
admitted to Ira Cooper, Negro De- 
tective. Lieutenant, that he was 
Charlies ANen, the man sought by 
Louisiana authorities, although he 
denied he committed the crime 
charged to him. He said the shot 
which killed Dr. Rigney was acci- 
dentally fired by a Deputy Sheriff 
present at the time the doctor came 
to collect a debt from Allen, a shot 
intended by the officer for Allen 
himself.

Post-Dispatch Radio Station, Now In Ninth 


Year, Adds Another Accomplishment to 
Its Notable Record as Pioneer 


KSD, the Post-Dispatch radio, 
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“ecognized by even the 
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station, which will go on the air 


next Friday with augmented daily 
market reports broadcast by re- 
mote control from the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, entered its 
ninth year of broadcasting on June 
26, with a record as a pioneer in 
this field that in many respects is 
oustanding in the Middle West.

Western Two-Thirds of State Would Appear as Vast, Chaotic Mass of Moun- 
tains, Covered With Evergreens, If Viewed From Airplane—Three . 
Parks and as Many Valleys Form Natural Divisions.

DENVER, COLO. July 26. 

IEWED from an airplane the 

Western two-thirds of Colo- 

rado appears as a vast chaotic 
mass of mountains, covered with 
forests of evergreen through which 
thrusts the red granite core of the 
Continental Divide. Broad areas 
of lighter green, checkered with 
fields of hay, grain and garden 
truck, mark the locations of North, 
Middle and South Parks, the San 
Luis, Montezuma and Yampa River 
Valleys, . These form the natural 
divisions that split into definite 
geographical clumps the dozen 
great scenic and recreational re- 
gions of Colorado. 


With this mental birdseye we 
drop again to earth, climb into the 


ear and start on a 1500-mile circle | 


trip that penetrates in turn each 
of these regions. 

A day’s run ftom Denver to the 
summit of Mount Evans, 62 miles 
distant by road, will include most 
of the intensively developed 200 
square miles in the Denver moun- 
tain park region. The Lariat Trail 
loops and winds upward from Gol- 
den to the summit of Lookout 
Mountain, surmounted by the grave 
of Col. William F. Cody (“Buffalo 
Bill.”") Soon Genessee rk ap- 
pears. In the fenced e pre- 
serve buffalo, elk, mountain sheep, 
aeer, antelope and reindeer graze. 
Twenty-eight miles from Denver a 
triple fork in the road appears at 
Bergen Park, the middle one lead- 
ing to Echo Lake. Above Echo 
Lake for nine miles, the road keeps 
above timber line, passing Summit 
Lake, 12,740 feet in elevation, and 
then ascending switchbacks climbs 
Mount Evans, 14,260 feet in alti- 
tude. From the highest automobile 
road in the world a wide-flung 
panorama of rolling mountains and 
shimmering plains stretches to the 
horizon. Returning to Echo Lake, 
another road leads down Chicago 
Creek, where a stone monument at 
Idaho Springs, marks George A. 
Jackson’s gold discovery in 1855. 
The route follows Clear Creek, 
touches Bergen Park again, swings 
south to Evergreen and Evergreen 
Lake, and returns to Denver via 
rugged Bear Creek Canyon. At 
Morrison a picturesque boulevard 
leads through Denver's Park of the 
Red Rocks. Other drives include 
Turkey and Deer Creek Canyons. 
Daniels Park, Devil’s Head Peak 
and South Platte Canyon.

the Nederland-wTong*’s Peak road. 
In each of the U-shaped glacial 
valleys passed, well-defined trails 
lead to Arapahoe, Isabel, Fair and 
St. Vrain glaciers, with their char- 
acteristic flowing motion, “red- 
snow,” crevasses, moraines and 
jade-green lakes. The most dis- 
tant, Fair glacier, hangs at the 
heel of Hell Hole, one of the most 
thrilling scenic spectacles in Colo- 
rado. Lindbergh Peak soars from 
the depths. It is 12 miles by foot 
‘to a sheer 1300-foot cliff, from 
which the valley is seen. 

The Ward road leads past the 
2000-foot precipice on the east face 
of Long’s Peak, and enters Rocky 
Mountain National Park. From the 
village of Estes Park a complete 
circle of jagged, snow-speckled 
peaks is visible. Forests of ever- 
green, open, grassy parks and 
glacial valleys dotted with strings 
of gem-like lakes, abound. Wild 
game is frequently seen in this 
sanctuary. Hotels and tourist re- 
sorts are everywhere. Several 
hundred saddle horses are in con- 
stant use. Evidences of “dude” 
mountaineering appear in golf 
courses and tennis courts. Cool, 
shady mountain trails of ersy grade 
lead to Long’s Peak, 14, 255 feet in 


Dream Lake, Fern and Odessa 
lakes, Lawn and Ypsilon lakes, 
while short motor roads, oiled or 
surfaced, reach Deer Ride, Fall 
River, Moraine Park and Bear 
Lake. 

From Estes Park the main route 
erosses the Continental Divide at 
Fall River Pass,. 11,797 feet in 
altitude, drops to Grand Lake and 
reaches Steamboat Springs via 
Rabbit Bars Pass. .Here a com- 
bination of boiling mineral springs, 
trout streams and lakes; and roll-

jhunter. This great game region, 


centering around the Flat Tops and 
Trappers Lake, was an old stamp- 
ing ground of Theodore Roosevelt. 
It abounds in deer, elk and black 
bear. Trappers Lake, known fa- 
vorably to the fur traders, is 
reached from Meeker, a 90-mile 
round trip. 
Beautiful Peaks and Lakes. 

Contact with the Colorado River, 
which rises in Grand Lake, is made 
again at Rifle. Eastward, it.is 29 
miles to Glenwood Springs, where 
are located many of Colorado's 
most beautiful peaks, lakes and 
valleys. The Roaring Fork Valley 
to Aspen and Independence Pass; 
the Frying Pan River to the two- 
mile Carlton Tunnel, and Leadville, 
greatest of gold camps; Mount of 
the Holy Cross; astonishing Hang- 
ing Lake, that built its own con- 
tainer from lime solutions in the 
water; Snowmass Lake and peak, 
the former rated as Colorado’s 
most beautiful lake, are all in the 
“back-country” that the real out- 
door enthusiast enjoys. And “‘fish- 
ing is great.” , 

Westward from Rifle lies Grand 
Junction, the Colorado National 
Monument and Grand Mesa largest 
flat-top mountain in the world, 
with its diadem of 200 # lakes. 
Southward the road goes to the 
famous Gunnison River, trout 
stream without parallel. The Black 
Canyon may be visited from Mont- 
rose and here the Chief Ouray 
Highway begins its most inspir- 
ing section, This is one of the 
West's premier scenic roads, 
blasted in places from sheer walls 
of rock. It passes Ouvray, most 
beautifully located mining town in 
America, The Horsethief Trail, 
Cascade. Falis, Box Canon, _ hot, 
outdoor pools, where gold fish and 
alligators thrive at an altitude of 
7800 feet in zero weather—these 
are-a few of Ouray’s multiple at- 
tractions.

The proposed centennial road 
would be a part of the Camino 
Real, or King’s Highway, between 
St. Augustine, Fla., and Mexico 
City. Along this route is the first 
mission ever to be established in 
Texas, located at San Pedro 
Springs. 

With the westward invasion of 

the Americans, the road later be- 
eame known as the San Antonio 
road and formed. the . princtpal 
artery of traffic with numerous 
events in Texas history occurring 
along its route, 
‘ The route was verified in 1914 
by Dr. W. E. Dunn, a Spanish ar- 
chitect at the University of Texaa, 
from a diary of 1770 and with the 
surveys made by Mexico and 
Stephen F. Austin’s colony. 

By an act of the Forty-first Leg- 
islature, the road was made a State 
highway with ‘a 100-foot width 
throughout. The Legislaturé also 
appropriated $8000 to resurvey and 
relocate the road at the behest of 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution... The D,.A. R. then 
raised $10,544 for thé erection ‘of 
128 monuments, one every five 
miles, along the route. 

Gov. Moody believes the road is 
the logical.road to perpetuate the 
independence of Texas as it was the 
main highway in the making and 
founding of the State. It has been 
the vanguard and the gateway of 
four nations, 

The road was traveled primarily 

by the Spanish and French and 
was dotted with missions of the 
Franciscan monks through Louisi- 
ana and Texas in an effort to hold 
the country and Christianize the 
Indians. The first history of the 
trail was recorded by these monks 
in a diary containing a description 
and the location of the road. 
In the parlance of the historians, 
the road is “bred into the bone of 
Texas’’ and occupies one of the 
high places in the Lone Star his- 
tory and events, 

A movement has been started toe 
perpetuate the road through East 
Texas with the cities of San Augus- 
tine, Nacogdoches, Alte, Crockett, 
Normangee, Bryan, Caldwell, 
Paige, Bastrop, Cedar Creek, New 
Braunfels, San Antonio, Catarina, 
Cotulla and Bagle Pass backing the 
project. 

The King’s Highway; Camine 
Real, Old San Antonio Road As- 
sociation is taking a teading part 
The association has 
approximately 15,000 members and 
has been conducting a campaign to 
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acquaint Texas children with the 


road and its meaning.*

27 years of Buick’s history. 

The line is offered at prices 
ranging from $1025 to $2035, at 
the factory, with the 8-50 series 
selling at lower prices than any 
Buicks since the war. 

Twenty models are available on 
varying wheelbase lengths. While 
many refinements have been incor- 
porated in the Fisher body, and 
change in. construction has been 
employed to strengthen it and re- 
duce noises, the general appear- 
ance of the Buick eight has not 
been changed from the 1930 model 
lines.

safety at 70 miles an hour and up, | 
than was possible with the previous | 
models at road speed ranging | 
.round 50 miles an hour. | 

Syncro-Mesh Transmission. 

Second in importance only to/j| 
the advancement from the six- 
cylinder to the eight-in-line en- 
gine is the adoption of the Buick 
syncro-mesh transmission, Strong 
said. This new transmission-.solves 
the problems of gear shifting and 
acceleration; the gears can be 
shifted quickly and quietly from 
first to secand, second to high, and 
from high back to second. The 
second speed gears are unusually 
quiet and smooth, and the new 
Buick can be accelerated up to 40 
and 45 miles per hour in second 
gear and ‘then shifted smoothly 
in high. 

The second speed gears are in 
constant mesh. The shifting of 
second and direct speeds is con- 
trolled by a syncronizing mechan- 
ism which consists of a siiding 
gear clutch and engaging friction 
cones.

VIENNA, June 25. 

IENNA and Moscow offer an interesting 
Vy contrast of the differences between reyo- 

lutfonary and evolutionary socialistic 
technique. Theoretically both cities have the 
same political and economic objectives, but 
the Viennese leaders expect to attain them 
by the Fabian tactics as outlined by Bernard 
Shaw, Ramsay MacDonald, Sidney Webb and 
the modern German Socialists, while Moscow 
follows.the direct action formulas of Karl 
Marx, Lenin, Trotsky and Stalin. For the 
present at least the Viennese experiment 
shows more positive results than the auda- 
cious Russian program. 

Both cities aave approximately 2,000,000 
residents; boi. have suffered terribly from 
war, famine and poverty; in both, the pres- 
ent leaders were excluded from the Govern- 
mental organization in the pre-war period, 
and in both human rights are given prefer- 
ence over property rights. 

To use the British Labor Party catchwords, 
the Moscow rulers, carrying out the orders of 
the leaders of the Communist Party, want 
“Socialism in our own time,’’ while the Vien- 
nese municipal officials believe in ‘“‘the in- 
evitability of gradualness.” Moscow is fol- 
lowing the left wing of Socialism; Vienna the 
right wing. . 

In 1920 Vienna appeared to be a doomed 
city. The stock description was that it was 
‘a head without a body,” meaning that the 
former capital of the Austrian-Hungarian 
Empire of 54,000,000 people had to be sup- 
ported by an Austria of 6,500,000 people, of 
whom almost a third lived in Vienna. The 
writer served with the American Relief Ad- 
ministration in Vienna for a short time dur- 
ing the famine of 1920, and everywhere the 
impression was that ‘hope had fled the coun- 
try. The only solution offered for the eco- 
nomic impasse was a union with Germany. 
Today, thanks to the efficient administration 
of the Social Democratic party, Vienna is re- 
covering, and, while it will not be the care- 
free and alluring capital it was under the 
Hapsburgs, the “‘gemuethlichkeit” for which 
it was famous has been spread down to the 
poorer classes, who made possible the bril- 
liancy of the old capital. 


Progressive Tax on Servants. 

The Socialist party came into power in 
Vienna with the Austrian Revolution which 
overthrew the monarchy. As early as 1911 
the Socialists polled 42.85 per cent of the 
popular vote in the municipal elections but 
owing to the privileged franchise it secured 
ohly eight of the 165 members of the Muni- 
cipal Council. Thus, few Socialists obtained 
an insight into local government direction. 
Furthermore, the 54,000 municipal employes 
were hired on the ultimatum, “No Socialists 
need apply.” With the revolution came a re- 
orientation. At the first municipal election 
after the war, held in May, 1919, the Social- 
ists polled 64.17 per cent of the yote, and 
the remainder was divided among several 
other ‘parties. In April, 1927, when 92 per 
cent of the electors voted, the. Socialists 
polled 60.27 per cent. After the first elec- 
tion, 100 of the 165 membggs of the Muni- 
cipal Council were Socialists; after the sec- 
ond election, the proportion was 78 out of 
120 members. . 

Vienna enjoys a large measure of home 
rule because it is an Austrian. province as 


a municipality. This is important, 
ee gives the Muni- 


The servant tax 
All persons or social clubs 


liable to this tax. Liability starts with the 
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second servant. For female servants the tax 
is $7.50 a year for the second servant, and 
for each additional servant $37.50 a year. 
Thus, the third servant costs $45 in taxes, 
the fourth $82.50. For four servants, the 
annual tax is $135. For fiscal purposes, 
male domestic servants are counted last and 
are taxed twice as high. One Viennese citi- 
zen with 38 domestics paid $46,550 in ser- 
vant taxes for 1927. 


Making the City a Landlord. , 

In Europe people cannot be rallied around 
the cry, “Keep the Government out of busi- 
ness.” Since the war virtually every Gov-) 
ernment in Europe has extended its “busi- 
ness” activities, mainly to see that the im- 
poverished people obtained the bare neces- 
saries of life. Of eourse, Vienna owns the 
water works, the gas works, the electric light 
plants and the street car system. In addi- 
tion, however, the city operates an under- 
taking establishment, a municipal advertis- 
ing agency, a brewery and a mutual insur- 
ance society. 

The Viennese Socialists do not predict the 
ultimate destruction of capitalism as do the 
Russian Communists. “Capitalism cannot be 
abolished from the City Hall,”’ says one of 
their pamphlets. “Yet it is within the power 
of great cities to perform useful instalments 
of socialistic work in the midst of capitalis- 
tic society. A Socialist majority in a municti- 
pality. can show what creative force resides 
in Socialism. The tens of thousands of per- 
sons with no political opiniofis who live in a 
great city such as Vienna have inevitably 
been impressed by the earne&t determination 
which the Socialists have displayed in per- 
forming their task, undeterred by the Chris- 
tian social and the communistic extrava- 
gances, at a time when the decay of Vienna, 
its decline into an unimportant town, Was 
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directs the social welfare work. Dr. Adol- 
phus Vetter, a former president of the State 
Opera House, is the chief of the building 
department. 


Welfare Starts With Children. 

Dr. Vetter, a gentleman of Old World cul- 
ture, escorted the writer on a tour of Vien- 
na’s social centers and municipal apartments. 
He explained why the municipality was rich 
while its citizens were poor, and how the 
Social Democratic party retained its hold on 
a majority of the Viennese, 

The first stop was the Children’s Recep- 
tion Home, the finest of its kind in the world. 
Though this quaranting home, capable of 
handling 250 children from one day old to 
14 years, pass all the unfortunate youngsters 
who must be separated from their parents 
temporarily or permanently for social or eco- 
nomic reasons. 

The home was 
from the tiled bathrooms in the basement to 
the expansive sun rooms on the top floor. 
The children are kept here three weeks for 
thorough observation, but unlike in Mos- 
cow, where family life is discouraged, the 
mothers are urged to be with them whenever 


possible. . 

“Our welfare work,” said Vetter, “begins 
with the unborn child. Needy women can 
apply at the child welfare department before 
the fourth month of pregnancy. We have 
34 pre-natal elinics for blood tests. These 
are for the combating of hereditary syphilis 
at -the earliest possible moment. 

‘Vienna is subdivided into 256 welfare dis- 
tricts. The districts are small enough for 
the district health officers to have fairly in- 
timate contacts with every family in the area. 
Two-fifths of all legitimate children and oOne- 
half of all illegitimate children are born in 
maternity homes. No child is born in Vienna

A Swim for Everyone. 

Our next stop was at one of the 90 city 
nurseries where children up to 10 years old 
are kept by the city from 7 a, m. until 6 p. m. 
by the child welfare department. The same 
spotless cleanliness was evident. Before we 
were allowed into the children’s quarters we 
were given felt slippers to put on over our 
shoes. This precaution was necessary because 
the small children were crawling on the floor, 
This home had a large playground and a wad- 
ing pool for the youngsters. 

The home for backward children, now 
housed in the beautiful old Hapsburg castle, 
“Wilhelminenberg,” overlooking Vienna, visi- 
bly affected Dr. Vetter. ‘‘These are the real 
tragedies of the war,” he said as we watched 
a group of children from 10 to 14 years old 
file by as they came from the woods sur- 
runding the glistening white building. ‘“They 
were born when Vienna was suffering most. 
They have not had a chance until now.” 

Dr. Vetter made a: point to declare that 
the Government had bought, not confiscated, 
the old palace. “We paid for it,’’ he said, 
“just as we have paid for other property 
We are not communists.” 

As we continued our tour of inspection we 
passed scores of outdoor swimming pools, 
wading ponds and ‘playgrounds, all crowded. 
It was after work hours and all the people 
of Vienna seemed to have rushed home to get 
into swimming suits. 

“This is Dr. Tandler’s idea,” Vetter eéx- 
plained. *“‘He is a great believer in sunlight. 
Along the Danube you will see thousands of 
people relaxing in the sun. Charges for the 
swimming pools merely meet maintenance ex- 
penses. For less than 256 cents one gets a 
swimming suit, a locker, a cake of soap, a 
towel and the privilege of using the pool for 
three hours. If one has a, bathing suit and 
towel the charge is less than 10 cents. For 
wading pools for children are free. You see, 
we are developing healthy citizens.” 

Many of the social centers are situated 
within or close by the newly built municipal 
apartment groups. Even to a resident of 
Washington, the city of apartments, the ex- 
tent of the Viennese apartments were almost 
unbelievable. Last year the municipality 
spent, 90,000,000 shillings for new dweilings,| 
approximately $13, 500,000. The average for 
the past 10 years has been 50,000,000 shil- 
lings, or $7,500,000 a year.

Money—The New Religion. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
RELIGION is something greater 
than men or groups of men, some- 

thing immutable and unquestionable 

that controls human destiny. Such a 

thing is money. Wealth makes wars, 

gphatters dreams, wastes human  en- 
‘deavor, maims hope, laughs at ability 
and mocks intellect. Money elects Sen- 
ators. bribes Government officials, 
chokes freedom of apeech and_ binds 
crusaders for special justice. Still, we 
have come to worship money. 

One man gets $1000 a year. In 40 
years, his life span of endeavor has 
equaled $40,000. One of our several 
billionaires has a yearly income of 
$1,000,000. In a year’s time he has con- 
sumed 25 ordinary lifetimes of human 
endeavor. Before he dies, this billion- 
aire has canceled 1000 common fivés. 
No beast of the jungle is so extravagant; 
the most ferocious tiger -kills only 
eno to sustain existence. Yet what 
wec te call “civilization” permits 
a few thousand priests of wealth to 
sacrifice millions of human lives to the 
metallic idol.

The commission recommends that the city build 
five subways, averaging about a mile or less each 
in length, in the congested districts, for the use of 
street cars, at an estimated cost of at least $50,000,000, 
to be paid for chiefly through taxes on prop- 
erty presumed to be benefited. While the subways 
would relieve surface traffic congestion, what would 
be gained by running the street.cars at high speed 
over a small fraction of their entire routes? Ob 
viously not much. The commission makes no show- 
ing of the time benefit to street car riders who still 
would travel several miles on the surface at present 
day speed and rapidly only a mile or less, 

The next major recommendation is for the ex- 
penditure of some $23,000,000 by the street car com- 
pany on its surface system, for extensions, rerouting 
of ‘existing lines, new cars, power houses and equip- 
ment. No consideration is given to the vita] question 
whether it would be sound business to add this 
sum to the $63,500,000 valuation which the company 
now claims for its property. Fares have gone from 
71-2 to 10 cents under the present management, while 
passengers and revenue have steadily declined. The 
company constantly complains that it is unable to 
make the legal return on $63,500,000. How could it 
make that return on a huge increase? The commis- 
sion does not say. 

One practical suggestion which the city can carry 
out by itself is the installation of automatic traffic 
signals and safety zones in the congested districts, 
together with the abolition of parking during busi- 
ness hours, or, at least, prohibiting cluttering up with 
stationary automobiles those streets which are trav- 
ersed by trolley lines. 

In connection with each of its recommendations 
the commission suggests that’the Board of Aldermen 
or the proper city authorities “take the necessary and 
appropriate steps to have such changes effectuated.” 

But as to those improvements which only the street 
car company can make, rerouting, extension of lines, 
co-ordination of bus and trolley service, buying of 
new cars and equipment, etc., the commission states 
no means for the execution of its recommendations; 
and necessarily so, because the city has no power to 
compel the company te do anything. A subcommit- 
tee of the commission long ago recommended co-ordi- 
nation of trolley and bus service, but the financiers 
who control both the street car company and the bus 
lines have ignored this most obvious and feasible step 
in the direction of improvement. 

The commission recommends that the city grant the 
Public Service Co. a new 50-year franchise to facili- 
tate financing. The Post-Dispatch heretofore has 
thoroughly dealt with the commission’s franchise fal- 
lacy. Its final effort in that direction may be dis- 
missed as a mere gesture of consistency. The com- 
mission’s report is made to the Board of Aldermen, 
which body will consider what to do with it after 
the summer recess. Perhaps the action of the alder-

He remarks significantly 
in his dissenting report that the company’s fi- 
nancial decline, notwithstanding it now operates un- 
der a long-term franchise, causes him to wonder. 
whether any advantage ever accrued to the public in 
the granting of such franchises. “In the light of our 


-experience with franchises,” he says,.“I am led to’ 


the conclusion that the principal benefit of a long- 
term franchise inures to the private interests con- 
trolling the financial operations of the grantee.” 

What the Aldermen will do about the physical 
phase of the report remains to be seen. If they dis 
cuss it, one thing will come out clearly—that they have 
no power to bring into being any of the recommenda- 
tions for improving transportation which rest upon 
action by the Public Service Co. But the board could 
render a genuine public service by instructing the 
City Counselor to resume the court test to determine 
the exact duration of the company’s existing fran- 
chises, which an earlier administration strangely 
abandoned by compromise. . 

There is good reason te believe that only a few of 
the original underlying franchises are still valid and 
that the company is today without any legal right to 
operate its extensive system. Once that fact is estab 
lished in court the city will have plain sailing toward 
satisfactory mass transportation. It can then control 
the company’s service without interposition by the 
State Public Service Commission or any other author- 
ity. It can regulate rates, to allow reasonable, even 
generous, return on actual investment. It can com- 
pel practical, beneficial rerouting as well as co-ordi- 
nation of trolley and bus service. It can bring the 
company to a realization that it must render the 
service the public wants and be content with the 
fine earnings to be made out of such service, and give

Muddling Through Farm Relief 


Farm Board, after buying 60,000,000 bushels of wheat last year, now in refusing 
to purchase more is getting back to principles laid down by President; has 
flouted all his injunctions; by stating quotation was too low, it encouraged 
overproduction; attempted price-fixing, leaving the farmer worse off than before.

Farm Board buy 100,000.000 bushcls of 

wheat in order to improve the price may 
help him in Kangas, where he is a candidate 
for re-election in November, but it has 
made little impression on President Hoover 
and the Farm Board. At the White House 
it has been pointed out that the Govern- 
ment is already carrying 60.000,000 bushels 
of last year’s crop. The withdrawal of this 
wheat from the market has not prevented 
prices from dropping to pre-war levels. Its 
purchase by a Government agency repre- 
sents a net loss to the taxpayers of some 
$15,000,000, and tt will have to be carried 
for many more months at further cost for 
storage, interest and insurance.

Nevertheless, the Farm. Board would have 
a better excuse for buying wheat today than 
it had when it entered the market some 
months ago. Prices are now nearér rock 
bottom, and the risk of loss from further 
recessions is diminished accordingly. The 
wheat growers dre also in greater need of 
relief, now that the price of their product 
is about 3@ cents lower than it w when 
the Farm Board undertock to pez it. The 
board is entirely right, however, in. refus- 
ing to enter the market again as a buyer, 
and ‘its refusal is virtually an admission 
that its previous experiment in price-fix- 
ing was a blunder. 

Apparently the Farm Board ts now get-° 
ting back to the principles laid down by 
President Hoover in his message to Con- 
gtess in April, 1929. He then stipulated 
that any form of agricultural relief which 
Congress might adopt should avoid Govern- 
ment buying and selling and price-fixing, 
and that it should offer produceérs no in- 
ducement to incredse the existing surplus. 

In the case of wheat every one of these 
injunctions was violated before the Farm 
Beard had rounded out the first year of its 
existence. The board has done its uimost — 
to fix prices; it has bought and sold wheat

The farmers have.not been relieved of de- 
pression; it is now worse than ever. A large 
number of wheat growers who are members 
of co-operatives have obtained loans on 
their wheat at considerably more than its 
market value and hare been directly en- 
couraged to default in repayment by leaving 
their grain the hands of the Government. 
They may have been benefited economical- 
ly, but their moral sense has beech dulled in 
the process, | 

The Government has not only bought 
wheat, but it has paid a fancy price to the 
co-operatives and only the current market 
priee to those not affiliated with these 
marketing organizations, thereby discrimi- 
nating between its own citizens. Its ap- 
pearance as a buyer of wheat futures badly 
demoralized the grain market. The Farm 
Board's pronouncement that prices were too 
low and ites efforts to boost them were in 
direct contradiction to its advice last year 
to farmers to reduce their acreage, and it 
seenis to have nullifie@ that advice com- 
pletely. And in the end this experiment 
is going to cost the taxpayers a pretty pen- 
ny.

“Yqu 
are doing your own good work in 
your own way.” 

“rt want to help you in your 
work.” said Bobbitt. “Here, let 
me give you one of these shirts.” 
“But I have a shirt,’”’ replier the 
man. 

“But I want you to take it,” urged 
the minister. “All right,’ replied 
the man sweetly, “then I can give 
my shirt to some poor fellow who 
needs it,” and again started on his 
hike down the road. The preach- 
er stood looking after him for quite 
a while, when the man turned and 
came back. “Brother.” he said, 
“vou have given me a present. Will 
you let me give you something?” 
And, taking two little shriveled 
apples out of his pocket, held them 
out to Bobbitt, who took one and 
wept. Later Bobbitt learened the 
identity of the stranger. 


A Night With the Cooties. 


While in a certain neighboring 
city, How came into an institution 
established by private charity for 
the shelter of homeless men. Aft- 
er cracking the customary bushel 
of macadam, he was given his 
supper, and shown a bunk in a 
dismal corner of the cellar. Sleep 
was out of the question, for he was 
in an endelss battle with the in- 
sect inhabitants of his pallet. Aft- 
er a time it was discovered that 
James Eads How was in the insti- ‘ 
tution, and an attendant hurried 
to his dark and smelly cubicle. 
“Mr. How, we did not recognize 
you when you came in. We are 
greatly honored by your visit, and 
have found much more comfortable 
quarters for you, so please come 
with me.” “Thank you very 
much,” said How sweetly, “I am 
really all right. I will not put 
you to that trouble.” And despite 
the expostulations of the attend- 
ant, How spent the rest of the 
night in the bunk to which he had 
been assigned when he had been 
mistaken for a common hobo. The 
superintendent of this institution 
was reaily a very fine, sincere fel- 
low, and felt very much mortified 
over this social error. That par- 
ticularly bad spot in the institu- 
tion was cleaned up, and every 
corner of the place was in apple- 
pie order when I was taken through 
it some time later. 


How and Jack London. 


At the beginning of his public 
career How saw that the influen- 
tial public was unaware of the ex- 
istence of an unemployment prob- 
lem. How and Jack London con- 
temporaneously “hoboed’’ from 
one end of the country to. the 
other, explored the terra incognita 
of the “jungle,” and experienced in 
person all the difficulties of the 
out-of-work man—except, of 
course, the final desperation that 
the r proletarian feels. Since 
liow's time it has become quite 
the thing for college men to do 
this research work. In spite of 
London's athletic physique, he 
lasted a mpch shorter time than 
the delicately built How. 

It is interesting to compare the 
reactions of the two famous men 


itor spoke on—it was a free plat- 
form—and he probably got a kick 
out of the fact that it was the vis- 
itor who was being. influenced 
rather than the audience. 

Vicious Tramps Avoided How. 

How did not attract the vicious 
and crafty. Panhandlers and 
moochers gave him a wide berth, 
and their hearty scorn. knew 
how to handle such individuals 
kindly, gracefully and positively. 
He was always ready to supply 
the hungry with “eats” such as 
we have described, and which he 
largely. made his own fare. Bums 
knew of better places for them 
to go than to the Brotherhood 
halls. Sinners who ! 
to profess themselves saved ‘could 
get elsewhere more immediate 
material comfort than How of- 
fered. How lectured to his 
“brothers” on the nature and 
functions of organized society. He 
preached political action to these 
‘at least temporarily disfranchised 
men. Floaters in the large cities 
can sometimes clean up around 
election time. How had nothing 
to offer to keep his hoboes po- 
litically pure. 

Every headline reader, of 
course, knows of the “Millionaire 
Hobo,” but so too every serious 
student of the problem of poverty 
recognizes How's real contribution 
to the knowledge of the'subject of 
the itinerant worker. How made 
clear the distinction between the 
itinerant—the unskilled or semi- 
skilled worker, the so-called hobo 
—and the bum, the tramp and the 
outcast, with whom the hobo was 
confused in the popular mind. 
The tramp, the bum, the outcast, 
How resigned to other agencies. 
His province was the itinerant 
worker—the employable unem- 
ployed. The fact is that there is 
always a large army of unemployed 
manual laborers. Sections‘of this 
army sweep Over the country to 
harvest crops as they ripen, in a 
broad wave from South to North. 
They follow large construction 
jobs. In the winter months every 
large city shelters thousands of 
these men, many of whom are 
completely broke. 


Why He Became a Doctor. 


All his life How zealously cham- 
ptoned the interests of this class, 
as useful and worthy members of 
society, the clearers of forests, the 
diggers of canals, the builders of 
roads, the reserve force which 
harvested the nation’s food. The 
tragedy to How, was that there 
was not sufficient steady employ- 
ment for these millons. How be- 
lieved that the possession of a pair 
of hands conveyed the right to use 
them in the production of consum- 
able wealth; that there is such a 
thing as the inalienable right to 
work. 

He recognized of course that the 
unemployed at any time would in- 
clude the great bulk of the Ieast 
skilled and least diligent workers, 
but he also believed that if each 
and every hobo were suddenly en- 
dowed with efficiency and thus se- 
cured employment, that an equnl 
number of then employed workers 
would be displaced and the army 
of the unemployed would still ex- 
ist, and the great problem would 
still remain to be solved. Thirty 
years ago this idea was not ac 
cepted generally. 

How was not primarily interest- 
ed in alleviating individual human 
misery. He saw unemployment as 
a social phenomenon and believed 
that it would be cured by social 
action—a reconstruction of society. 
But he was susceptible to individ- 
unl suffering, and became a physi- 
clan so that he could treat the ail- 
ment of his penniless “brothers.” 
While he was not active in any or- 
ganized political movement, he 
contacted with all in an effort to 
extend his work. 


Peddled No Panaceas. 


In time How became recognized 


to the same set of conditions. 
london boiled and raged at the 
results of the competitive 
system. He wrote fiery books, like 
the “Iron Heel,” in which he 
prophesied social upheaval, an- 
archy and final destruction. He 
faced well-dressed audiences and 
poured forth wrathful diatribes. 
He fancied a Jack Cade or a Spar- 
tacus. Both London and How be- 
lieved that something could and 
should be done about it. 

How reacted in a precisely op- ; 
posite manner. He had an entire- 
ly different technic, which he fol- 
lowed consistently throughout the | 
rest of his life. How never stepped 
out of his part of the gentle plead- 
er, who showed by his own actions 
what he wanted men to do to 
remedy the economic ills of the 
world and create the brotherhood 
of man which was his ideal 

How would come into a large 
city and organize the local hobos 
in a section of his Brotherhood. 
Then he would invite local citizens 
of some influence in the commun- 
ity to speak to the brothers. In 
this way many individuals 
throughout the country got their 
first picture of the problem of the 
itinerant worker, and were there- 
by influenced to some sort of ac- 
tion. 


Coffee and Stale Rolls. 


I remember How's meeting me 
on the street in Kansas City and 
inviting me to lunch and to speak 
to the brothers. The menu cen- 
sisted of coffee and rolls. I am 
sure the rolis were not quite fresh. 
How would arrange with bakeries 
to take the leftovers. How and 
the rest consumed their quota, and 
I did the best I could, and then I 
addressed the audience. IT repeat- 
ed these visits several times, but 
finally avoided them. It was too 
fepressing. What good were mere 
words when what these people 
needed was good sweaty jobs, with 
hard money at the end of the day? 
But that was How's way of ini- 
pressing the fact of chronic wn- 
employment on the minds of peo-

It was In these instances 
that How showed his inability to 
propose practical programs and s£e- 
cure immediate results, and the 
fmpossibility of his working suc- 
cessfully with such representative 
groups.

As the years were on it might 
be thought that How would weary 
of his appallingly desolate crusade. 
Instead he seemed all the more 
devoted. He seemed to build 
endlessly in sand, for the humans 
he organized in his brotherhood as 
a matter of fact were unorganiz- 
able. And so for three decades, 
voluntarily living with the poorest, 
never losing his sweetness, never 
stepping out of character as the 
soft-pleader, he continued to thrust 
the cruel results of the competitive 
wage system home to sensitive 
souls by subjecting his own gently 
reared body to the punishment that 
masses of men must endure be- 
cause of unemployment; and, clev- 
erly enough, he stopped right there. 
He proposed no remedies, and ped- 
died no panaceas, . 

Left Solution to Others. 

Nicola Tesla proposed a new idea 
in electrical science, but left it to 
the engineers of the world te work 
out the practical applications of it, 
and as a result our physical world 
is practically transformed. So, too, 
How, after demonstrating the fact 
of chronic unemployment, leaves 
the problem of employing the em- 
ployable to the world's social en- 
gineers.

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While we stood in the courtvard 
admiring the modernistic design of 
this enormous building, a pleasant- 
faced young housewife asked if we 
would like to inspect her apart- 
ment. Accepting the invitation, we 
found that she had spoken without 
her husband’s knowledge. When 
we arrived he was putting on his 
shoes—it was a hot day. 

The apartment was spotless. It 
containéd a small entrance’ hall, a 
large bedroom, a medium-sized liv- 
ing room, a small kitchen and a 
small inclosed porch. There was 
no bathroom, and apparently the 
stove in the living room had been 
ken down for the summer. The 
partments are not centrally heat- 
ed, which explained a large display 
ef old-fashioned American bhase- 
burners I had seen in a downtown 
store window. 

The rent for this apartment was 
$5 a month. I asked the occupa- 
tion and salary of the wage earner. 
He was a street car conductor and 
received 300 schillings, or $45 a 
month. 

“His rent,” said Vetter, “is about 
one-ninth of his salary. A small 
proportion in comparison with 
workers in other large cities.” 
When we returned to the court- 
yard we met one of the two sons 
of the family, a wiry lad of 12 
years, in bathing trunks, His skin 
was tanned brown and his hair was 
bleached from the sun, a healthy 
lad in every respect. 


Urgent Needs Come First. 


On the outskirts of the city, a 
suburban community has been built 
by the municipality. Here are 
apartment houses of.400 to 600 
rooms, and individual homes with 
small gardens. New buildings are 
being added as money becomes 
available, These buildings are 
modern in every respect except 
central heating. The Vienna cli- 
mate is not severe. 

Housing conditions tn Vienna be- 
fore the war were terrible accord- 
ing to American standards. Of 
every 1000 pre-war flats, 953 had 
no running water supply and 921, 
no toilets on the premises. The old 
apartments were built close to- 
gether and square up to the build- 
ing line. Windowless apartments 
were not uncommon. The city 
builds its apartments far apart and 
allows ample space for courtyards 
and small parks. 

Because of the rent restriction 
ordinance, rents in the old apart- 
ments are not high, although it is 
sometimes necessary to give the 
landlord secretly a considerable 
bonus. The new apartments are 
so attractive, however, that the 
city has a waiting list of 30,000 
applicants. 

“In Moscow, the trade union 
members get preference in apart- 


ments,” I told Dr. Vetter" “Is 
there any such rule here?’’ 
“On the contrary, if thtre are 


any discriminations it Is the other 
way,’ Vetter replied. “We have a 
list of ‘urgent’ applications, based 
on inspection of the applicants’ 
present insanitary apartments. 
When these are taken care of, we 
do not care whether the other 
tenants are Socialists or nonunion 
men. We have found it good poli- 
tics and good political training to 
put families with non-socialistie 
beliefs into the municipal commu- 
nities.” 

“How lorig does it take the ten- 
ants of the municipal apartments! 
on the outskirts of the town to 
reach their work?” I asked. 

“None is farther away than 30 
minutes by tram,’’ he replied. “The 
tram fare is 32 groschen, slightly 
leas than 6 cents, for a ticket good 
for an hour. This ticket is good 
on all lines and makes transfers 
unnecessary.”

NEW YORK, July 26. 
OURTEEN seems to be _ the 
magic number of Gotham’s 1930 
summer theatrical season. For 
the past five weeks the list of cur- 
rent shows has remained at 14. 
There have been new arrivals that 
might have swelled the number, 
but always withdrawals kept the 
total at 14. There are no new 
shows likely to arrive Monday or 
during the ensuing week and no 
casualties are threatened for to- 
night, so 14 will remain the total. 

What sort of shows are standing 


up during the worst,summer in 
theatrical history, hereabouts? 
Well, let’s take the non-musicals 
first. They are: 

“Apron Strings,” the Forty- 


eighth Street Theater. Mother was 
an advice-to-the-lovelorn oracle 
and her son just couldn’t get over 
it.

And even the 
two leaders may not satisfy you. 
Negro life. in the South may not 
strike you as entertaining, while 
you may find parts of the speak- 
easy farce just a little two saw- 
edged. 

In the musicals “Flying High” 
stands aloneas real enteriainment. 
The best of the others are only part- 
ly good. Reports emanating from 
box offices indicate that every one of 
the 14 is making money. However, 
there is nothing surprising about 
that—not even the fact that most 
of the 14 are mediocre shows. Al- 
thouzh New York is supposed to 
forget the theater in the summer, 
there are always enough visitors in 
town to keep business going. And 
right now it’s hard on the visitors. 
The menu offers but few tasty 
items: mostly it’s corn beef and 
cabbage, and not very well pre- 
pared, either.

MADRID, July 10. 
YMPHONIC music in Spain en- 
joys neither the patronage of 
the rich, as in the United States 
nor any considerable subvention 
from the Government as in Ger- 
many, Austria and Russia. Yet it 
survives and exerts a widening in- 
fluence on the culture of the na- 
tion—an influence whose intensity 
one hardly suspects unti] one has 
witnessed the reaction of a popular 
audience to a standard symphonic 
concert. 

The response of such an audi- 
ence can only be described as 
ecstatic but at the same time a 
certain intellectual discrimination 
which manifests itself in an insist- 
ence on absolute quiet during the 
playing of a rumber and an ability 
to differentiate between composi- 
tions, is brought into play. 

This intense susceptibility to mu- 
sic on the. part of the masses of the 
people is one of the two important 
reasons for the survival of sym- 
phonic music in Spain despite the 
indifference of the well-to-do 
classes and the economic hazards 
involved. The second reason 
that the musicians themselves are 
willing to dedicate their time and 
labor for pitifully small rewards. 
This applies not only to the rank 
and file of the orchestras, but to 
the conductors, too, with the ex- 
ception of foreign guest conduc- 
tors. Both the men and their 
leaders accept pay that would be

Maestro Arbos’ ardent tempera- 
ment but the flexible and respon- 
sive personnel of the orchestra also 
had much to do with it. 

The men in the orchestra are all 
Spanish and they all have thor- 
ough musical educations. The 
strings and wood sections would 
compare favorably with any band 
in America. The concertmaster, 
Senor Corvino, is very able and re- 
liable. The solo clarinet, Senor 
Menendez, is one of the best in the 
world. The brass section, though 
not brilliant, is at least judicious. 

I first heard the orchestra at 
Manresa, a small Catalonian town 
about 30 miles north of Barcelona. 
This concert had an additional in- 
terest in the fact that it was also 
the first time the people of Man- 
resa has heard this or any sym- 
phony orchestra. During the pre- 
vious year a musical society had 
been formed whose membership 
was drawn from all social ranks 
of the community. And it was this 
society which made up the audi- 
ence. A good-sized theater on 
what the Catalonians call the 
“Rambla” was comfortably filled 
when the concert began at 10 
o'clock. (This, let me add by 
way of parentheses, was a ‘little 
early for Spain. The concerts and 
theaters usually begin at 10:30 and 
conclude at about 1 o'clock a. m.) 

The program made no conces, 
sion to the fact that the Manre- 
sians were hearing symphonic mu- 
sic for the first time. It was di- 
vided into three sections and con- 
tained in all Mozart's “Marriage 
of Figaro” overture, Corelli's 
Gigue, Sarabande and Badinerie, 
the Duke's “Socerers Apprentice.” 
the Albeniz-Arbos “Triana” and 
the Tannhauser “Overture.” 

The degree of concentration 
which this untutored audience 
brought to bear upon the music 
from the very first note was s0 
intense that one could almost feel 
it. The unfortunate lady who 
dropped her fan during the over- 
ture was rewarded with a hiss that 
swept down like a_ wintry blast 
from the balcony. And at the con- 
clusion of the overture the deton- 
ation from pit and gallery, as the 
audience broke into applause, was 
like the discharge of artillery. This 
enthusiasm mounted steadily 
throughout the two hours and a 
half that the concert lasted until 
the final notes of the Tannhauser 
overture literally brought the 
crowd to its feet and forced the 
orchestra to play as an encore an 
excerpt from a Zarzuela by Jime- 


nez. 
W was repeated, with local varia- 

tions, at Alcoy and Albacete, 
the two other small towns which 
were visited at the conclusion of 
the tour. Valenoria, however, 
which is one of the largest and 
most widely known cities in Spain, 
proved to be an exception and the 
reason why it was an exception is 
so significant of a general cultural 
condition in Spain, that it is worth 
dwelling upon for a paragraph or 
two. 

In Valencia the concerts were 
not open to the general public as 
in practically all the other Spanish 
towns. The Philharmonic Society 
of Valencia which underwrite the 
expenses of the four concerts given 
there is confined in its membership 
to what may be called the “so- 
ciety” of the town and it was this 
element which made up the au- 
dience. Unlike Alcoy, Albacete and 
Manresa there were no workmen 
nor farmhands in the audience. 

But though each of the four cén- 
certs was given before a packed 
house and though nobody thought 
of leaving his seat until the last 
number had been played, the au- 
dience apparently knew nothing 
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about music and cared less. Maes- 
tro Arbos often had to rap on his 
stand for half a minute before he 
could command enough silence to 
begin playing and outbursts of ir- 
repressible chatter were frequent 
throughout the evenings. 

One wondered why they came if 
they cared so little for music. The 
answer was supplied by a Valen- 
cian musician, ‘‘It is a social] event,” 
he explained. “The local gentry 
uses it as an opportunity to see 
and be seen and a member who 
stayed away might lose a certain 
amount of prestige. The music is 
just a pretext for a necessary 5s0- 
cial display.”’ 

It was also this gentleman who 
embroidered a theme I had heard 
mentioned before in Spain. “If 
you are searching for a sympathetic 
altitude toward beautiful things in 
Spain you must look among the 
peqple,” he said, 

“The Ordinary laborer, farmhand, 
petly mechanic or clerk will not 
only have an intuitive understand- 
ing of the arts that does not seem 
to exist among the privileged peo- 
ple but also a much better working 
knowledge of human relations. The 
ordinary Spaniard is distinguished 
by his natural] dignity, his courtesy 
and his kindness. I am afraid that 
one can not always say the same 
of our ruling classes.” 


2 7 . 
HETHER my  informant’s 
strictures on the limitations 


of the Spanish gentry are 
completely true, must be left for 
someone who can speak with more 
authority. But even the casual 
visitor becomes aware of the court- 
esy and kindness of the ordinary 
Spaniard. And if one keeps his 
eyes open one can observe without 
much difficulty a sensitiveness to 
beauty that this ordinary Spaniard 
carries with him into all phases of 
his life. The workers in the rice 
fields near Valencia live in tiny 
“barracks” that are not only 
scrupulously clean—they are white- 
washed inside and out once every 
week—pbut that are furnished with 
an economy of means and an eye 
for design that produces a gen- 
uinely touching effect. Chests, ta- 
bles and rush-bottomed chairs are 
usually simple handmade affairs, 
the floors are red brick and stone, 
the walls are white, geraniums 
hang on both the inside and out- 
side of the windows and the kitch- 
ens shine with white and yellow 
tile and lustrous copper utensils. 
The owners of these cottages, un- 
fortunately, were not permitted to 
go to the Symphony concerts in Va- 
lencia. But the equivalent class in 
the community was well represent- 
ed at the two concerts in Alcoy, a 
town that clings to the sides of two 
immense volcanic hills in the prov- 
ince of Alcante ,and at Albacete. 
And there is reason to believe that 
the concerts provided an impor- 
tant experience in their lives. 


After the first concert at Alcoy, 
Maestro Arbos stcpped at a small 
cafe near the theater for a glass of 
milk and a half hour’s conversation 
with a few friends.- As he came 
out of the cafe a group of workmen 
who had been waiting under an 
awning broke into prolonged ap- 
Plause, then quietly dispersed. It 
was a trihute the precise nature of 
which would hardly be encountered 
cutside of Spain. 


Symphonic music in Spain is not 
confined to the concerts of the 
Madrid Symphony Orchestra, al- 
though they are by’ far the most 
important. The Orquesta Sinfonica 
o: Madrid, directed by Perez Casas. 
gives a series of concerts during 
the winter and spring which are 
said to be of very high quality and 
there are two other less important 
symphonic bedies in Madrid. 


The Pablo Casals orchestra Plays 
an important part in the musical 
life of Barcelona and there are mi- 
nor orchestras at Bilbao and Valen- 
cia. But unfortunately for the la- 
bors of such men as Arbos and Ca- 
sals, Arbos in particular, who has 
given his life in Spain orchestras 
have no more security now than 
they had 25 years agc.

DeKay sought other fields for the 
exercise of his art as a promoter. 
and operated for a time in Chicago 
and New York. Then he went to 

Europe for the purpose, it was under- 

stood. of buying arms for the Huerta 

government in Mexico. The dictator 

who was displaced by Carranza was a 
friend of his. In DeKay’s book, ‘‘Dic- 
tators of Mexico,”’ published in London 
in 1914, the frontispiece is a reproduc- 
tion of a photograph of Huerta inscribed 
in the General's hand: ‘To the distin- 
guished Senor John DeKay, in evidence 
of my particular esteem and respect.” 
Later, in London, where DeKay had set up 

. shop as a theatrical producer, the French 
Government sought his. extradition on a charge of partici- 
pating in a fraud in France against the Belgian Govern- 
ment in connection with an attempt to sell to Belgium the 
arms he was supposed to have bought for Huerta. The 
charge apparently was dropped: 

In the meantime, the Mexican National Packing Com- 
pany failed, and at about the same time—in 1913, it was 
—the Atlantic National Bank of Providence, Rhode Island, 
in which DeKay was interested, went to the wall. John 
Wesley and his brother, Henry DeKay, were accused of 
misappropriating $200,000 of funds of the bank. The 
brother was convicted and sent to prison, from which he 
soon was paroled. John Wesley was not in the United 
States when indicted, and remained out of 
the country for a good many years. It 
became known that he was living in 
Switzerland, and living luxurious- 
ly, but because of treaty condi- 
tions he could not be taken 
back to America. But in 
1924 he went to England. 
and when he _ stepped 
from the Hamburg boat 
at Southampton, he was 
arrested. A long legal 
struggle over extradi- 
tion followed, but in 
June, 1925, DeKay re- 
turned to his native 
land to face the oid 
charge. He pleaded 
not guilty, declared no 
one had lost a cent from 
any act of his in connec- 
tion with the bank, and 
expressed the opinion that 
pacifist writings of his during 
the World War were the real 
cause of the prosecution. The 
matter remained unsettled until Jul) 

2. 1926, when a United States attorney 
appeared in Federal District Court at Prov- King Zogn

DeKay. A few days after 
her arrival at Hull 
House, Miss DeKay 
disappeared. A long and unavailing 
nation-wide search was made for her, 
directed by her father from Switzer- 
land and participated in by relatives 
in America. On April 5, 1920, a body 
was washed up on the shore of Lake Michigan, near the 
Chicago Municipal Pier, and identified as that of the miss- 
ing young woman. Identification was based on labels and 
laundry marks onthe clothing. 

On his return to Europe after the conclusion of the 
bank case, DeKay seems to have gone about his financial 
enterprises for a time in such an ordinary manner that 
they escaped much public attention. He dropped from 
sight as far as newspaper readers were concerned—only to 
reappear recently, more impressive and colorfu! than ever 
with his negotiations for the tobacco monopoly and im- 
portant power, mining and oil concessions in Albania. This 
venture evidently stimulated irresistibly his flair for the 
spectacular. 


It was reported that he impressed the Albanian mon- 

arch so favorably that the King entertained the Amer- 
ican at dinner, made him an emir and gave him the hon- 
orary title of Cousin to the King. Furthermore, according 
to DeKay, he obtained contracts for the tobacco monopoly 
and the other concessions he wanted. The terms, he said. 
included the provision that he arrange-a $10,000,000 loan 
to Albania. A friend has estimated that the tobacco mo- 
nopoly alone is worth $25,000,000. 

Elated by success and honors, the Emir DeKay pro- 
ceeded on his travels, using alternately specia] trains and 
several automobiles and quite a few checks. He had with 
him his wife, two children, servants and 40 pieces of bag- 
gage. Among the contents of the trunks were brilliant 
naval and court uniforms, making it possible for this rep- 
resentative of prosaic business to hold his own’ sartorially 
even in a Balkan court. 

At Raguza. Jugo-Slavia, according to the story that 
reached Vienna, DeKay admired the harbor and rather 
wanted to buy it. As certain obstacles were in the way 
of such a purchase, he contented himself with buying al! 
the ships in the harbor. He boarded one of the vessels.

World’s Oldest Congress Celebrates _ its

sandth anniversary. 
The Parliament of Iceland, the land of 
the sagas, first had its beginning in 
930, when the Norsemen inhabiting 
the island came together at a meeting 
place formed so excellently by nature 
that one might almost imagine nature 
had predicted the congress. That meet- 
ing place of the first Althing was at 
Thingvalla. 

The word Althing has a definite 
meaning. The _ first syllable, ‘‘Al,”’ 
means all. ‘‘Things’’ comes from an 
oid Norse verb, to talk. That is not a 
bad designation for a parliament. It 
was a bad designation for this particu- 
lar parliament, for in its early days it 
was not only a legislative assembl,, 
and an executive assembly as well, but 
the annual gathering place for the 
priests and poets who introduced the 
Icelandic culture which survives to this 
day. 

Iceland’s Althing no longer meets 
at Thingvalla, the plain of parliament. 
Today it gathers in this city of Reyk- 
javik, the nation’s capital. And the 
Althing of today is a parliament in 
every sense of the word, for Icelana, 
once a part of Denmark, is linked to 
Denmark only by the fact that both 
countries have the same King, Chris- 
tian the Tenth. Iceland reached that 
stage of independence in 1918. 


HIS old parliament has _ had 

its tribulations. In its early 

days a heated argument, with 
accusations flying thick and fast. 
infrequently to an_ infer- 
ence by one of the contending par- 
ties that his honor had been assailed. 
And an Icelander’s honor was not to 
be lightly handled. The result often 
was a duel, and that duel was some-

When Norway became overlord of 
the island the Althing lost ground, and 
when Denmark succeeded its sister 
Scandinavian country as Iceland's pre- 
ceptor, things went from bad to worse. 
The Althing became little more than 
a name and it languished until in 1800 
it was abolished by royal edict. It 
was re-established again in 18465, but 
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it was hardly more than a consultative 
body. 

But the Icelanders are hardy folk. 
not easily dissuaded. The result is that 
the Althing today is the representative 
body of free men. The entire popula- 
tion of the island is but slightly more 
than 190,000, and this capital, Reykja- 
vik, the nation’s largest city, counts 
within its confines about 25,000 per- 
sons.

though before that a colony of Irish 
monks had lived on the island. There 
were three major streams of immigra- 
tion, the first between 870 and &90, 
when four Norwegian nobiemen settled 
in the southwest of the island with 
their dependents.

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1000, coming by way of Norwa; 

A civil war which broke out in the 
thirteenth century broke the unity of 
the people, and the time was ripe for 
the imperial aspirations of a foreign 
power. Norway went after the prize 
and by bribery and treachery persuad- 
ed the Althing to ratify a treaty of 
union with the larger powér in 1264. 
Later, through changes in the Scandi- 
navian dynasty, Iceland passed into the 
possession of Denmark. 

After the struggle for some form of 
self-government in the first half of the 
1800s, Denmark, in 1874, granted the 
Icelanders a Constitution. This char- 
ter was modified in 1903 and again in 
1915, and three years later came vir- 
tual independence. 

Iceland was unfortunately named. 
The uninitiated think of the island as 
a great waste of perpetual snow and 
ice, with its inhabitants shivering in 
constant Arctic blasts. Not so. Far 
enough north it is. But green grass 
grows upon its land and hardy veg- 
etables grow upon its farms. For up 
from the south flows that tempering 
agent of nature, the Gulf Stream 
bathing the island in its warmth, 
tringing it, climatically, hundreds of 
miles south.

And hay feeds sheep and other 
animals and large numbers of sheep 
are exported.

ern road making and 
road marking there 
are other conditions 
than insecure tradi- 
tions that must be 
taken into account, 
so the Lincoln Way 
will be doing very 
well if it approximates the roads that 
the Lincolns traveled, greater at- 
tention being given to the spots made 
historic by authenticated incidents 
of the migrations. For the present, 
until the existing improved roads are 
linked up with the official trail, the 
route can only be approximated. 

It is three miles to Hodgenville and 
six miles from there, on the Jackson 
Highway, to the bold escarpment that 
is called Muldraugh’s Hill, and two 
miles further, down the hairpin curve 
and on through a valley that is beau- 
tiful now and must have been beauti- 
ful always. There, in a field at the 
left of the road, stood the eabin which 
was the Knob Creek home of the Lin- 
colns, where Abraham Lincoln lived 
until he was 7 years old, from where 
Thomas Lincoln set forth with his 
family for Indiana.

HE tradition is that Thomas Lin- 

coln walked back home, some- 
thing like 75 miles, as a man 
would walk, taking the short cuts. It 
is a tradition that can hardly be dis- 
puted, for there was no other way for 
him to get back, unless he borrowed a 
critter of some sort, and nobody has 
come forward to claim that his grand- 
father loaned Thomas a critter, a case 
of self-effacement unthinkable in the 
face of the clamorous claims of a gen-

eration of grandchildren concerning 
their grandfathers’ relations with Lin- 
coln history. 

In the late autumn of 1816, proba- 
bly in November, the Lincolns left 
Knob Creek and aturted to Indiana. 
The way they went, through Kentucky 
and later through Indiana and IIli- 
nois, can be traced and followed with 
sufficient accuracy for road-building 
and historic purposes, but not with 
sufficient variability to satisfy all the 
communities that claim the honor of 
having been on the route. These 
claims are being pressed with vigor. 
supported by affidavits, all along the 
line. To satisfy all of them would 
necessitate such a zigzag course as 
could not conceivably have been fol- 
lowed. In each state the trail will 
be laid out according to the best ob- 
tainable data and the most credible 
tales that the old folks tell. 


NTIL investigation was spurred 
[J by the agitation for the 

memorial highway, practically 
no attention had been given to the 
route taken out of Kentucky into In- 
diana. About all that historians 
had to say about it was that 
they left Knob Creek and landed in 
Indiana. The investigation has led to 
the conclusion that they went through 
Elizabethton, where they had lived 
for two years after their marriage and 
where they had relatives. From there 
it is assumed that they went through 
what is now Cecelia, Harned and Har- 
dinsburg to Cloverport. Until now it 
has been assumed, in the absence of 
proof or definite tradition to the con- 
trary, that they followed the river a 
few miles to Hawesville and were fer- 
tied across to Cannelton. Now, how- 
ever, through the strange discovery of 
an affidavit made in 1866 Cloverport 
is able to make a convincing claim 
that it was from there that the migrat- 
ing family embarked for the Indiana 
shore. 

Even before this discovery was made 
Cloverport was a stout contender for 
the honor. offering as proof various 
affidavits and stories that the fore- 
fathers told. Outstanding was the af- 
fidavit of Edward Gregory, 65 years 
old, concerning a statement that was 
made to him in 1920 by Col. Logan 
Murray, since deceased. Col. Murray 
was born and raised in Cloverport, but 
went to’ New York and in time be- 
came the president of a bank. It was 
when he was on a visit to the home 
town that he told Gregory, a local his- 
torian, what his father, Colonel David 
R. Murray, had told him, pointing to 
where the crossing had been made. 

The Gregory affidavit and the other 
affidavit, now strangely discovered 
after more than half a century, pre- 
sent a picture of the arrival of the 
family in the vicinity of the river and 
their crossing which history has hith- 
erto lacked. As described by Col. Lo- 
gan Murray it was a queer outfit, even 
for a time of queer outfits, that rolled 
into Hardinsburg one day in the late 
autumn of 1816. A cart, drawn. by

NEW YORK. 
ORTY-ONE years 
ago a young New 
Jersey farmer came 
to New York City 
with a few dollars 
in his pocket and 
opened a restau- 
rant. In time that 
restaurant grew 
into the largest 
chain of eating places in the world, 
with 118 branches’ throughout’ the 
country valued at $37,000,000. The 
erstwhile farmer boy became president 
of the company. a millionaire and 
America’s best-known restaurateur. 

He had made his mark and was en- 
joying the fruits of success when he 
suddenly found himself victim of one 
of the typical tragedies. of American 
business. Controlling stock in his 
chain of restaurants fell into the hands 
of the financiers, the Wall street in- 
terests, and they ousted him from 
management of the business which he 
had established and developed. And 
that is why, today, at the age of 63, 
William Childs, former head of the 
restaurant chain that bears his name, 
is engaging in his most spectacular un- 
dertaking, nothing Jess than the for- 
mation of a new chain of restaurants 
to rival the chain that he created and 
to demonstrate to the business and 
financial world that he may be out. 
but not down, 

One of the ironies of the present sit- 
uation lies in the fact that Childs will 
not be able to use his own name to 
designate his new eating houses. The 
name of-Childs belongs to the exist- 
ing chain. This, however, does not 
seem to be interfering with his plans. 
He recently opened the first of the 
new series of eating places. It is on 
upper Broadway, almost exactly across 
the street from one of the old Childs 
places. Although Childs himself is 
emphatic in stating that he is not at- 
tempting direct rivalry with his old 
organization, in which he still owns 
considerable stock, nevertheless every- 
thing indicates that the two organiza- 
tions will sooner or tater come _ to 
grips. To open his new restaurant 
Childs spent $250,000 on fixtures and 
equipimnent alone, and, it is estimated, 
several times that much for the site. 
Since he is planning to open new res- 
taurants at the rate of 10 a year, the 
business world and the public at large 
are watching this new venture with 
considerable interest. Will William

HEN William Childs was 21 

years old he and his broth- 

er Samuel lived on the family 
farm at Bernardsville, New  Jer- 
sey. There were a number of cows 
on the farm, and the two boys 
had a route over which they supplied 
milk to families in the neighboring dis- 
tricts and small towns. One of the 
tasks that seemed to delay them most 
was the simple one of pouring milk 
from the large containers into bottles. 
If they poured fast, the air escaping 
from the narrow-necked receptacle 
would bubble out and cause the milk 
to spill and go to waste. If they poured 
slowly they found what they saved in 
milk was lost in time. 

The solution which they found for 
their problem was simple and neat, 
and indicates that their subsequent 
success in business had more than a 
minimum of intelligence and ingenu- 
ity behind it. They hit upon the plan 
of putting a long. hollow straw into 
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One of the dining rooms in “Old Algiers,” in New York. 
It is a reproduction of an old Algerian 
farm-house kitchen. 


each bottle before pouring in 
the milk and through this 
allowing the air to escape. 
The plan worked pertectly. They pat- 
ented it. A large dairy company ap- 
preciated the value of the device and 
offered the boys $1500 for’ their 
rights. This was a lot of money to 
them and they accepted the offer, 
although their patent later proved to 
be worth many, many times. that 
amount; in an improved form, it is in 
wide use today. 

With this $1500, the two brothers 
decided to try their fortune in New 
York. They were used to handling 
dairy and food products, so it was 
more or less natural for them to de- 
cide to go into the restaurant busi- 
ness. They leased a store in down- 
town New York, in the old Merchants 
Hotel Building on Cortlandt street. 
and there opened their first restau- 
rant. 


T THAT time there was wide- 

spread interest in sanitation, 

largely the result of the newly- 
aroused concern with bacteria, which 
had been stirred up by scientists, 
notably Pasteur, who was then at 
the height of his fame. The Childs 
brothers were quick to capitalize this 
public interest. They tried to make 
their restaurant as sanitary as possi- 
ble. It had tiled floors, tiled walls 
and glass ceilings, all of which details 
became characteristics of future 
Childs restau 
rants. 

The brothers 
had spent all their 
money equipping 
the place, yet suc- 
cess did not come 
to them immedi- 
ately. Discour- 
aged, they set out 
to sublease the 
premises. But the 
owner of the 
building, whose 
consent was neces- 
Sary to such an ar- 
rangement, r e- 
fused to give it. He had caught some 
of the enthusiasm of the young men, 
had agreed with them that their ideas 
were original and sound and further- 
more greatly admired the way they 
had fixed up the restaurant. 

“No, I won't let vou sublease.”’ he 
said to them. ‘I think if you stick it 
out it’s bound to be a success. You've 
done the hardest part of it. Don't give 
up now and Jet someone else get the 
benefits." 

With this encouragement the two 
boys kept their lease and 
struck out with renewed en- 
ergy. Success came, and when 
the time arrived for renew- 
ing the original lease the res- 
taurant was making a profit 
of $49 a day--not much as 
profits are counted today, but 
enough to indicate what was 
ahead. Soon they opened an- 
other restaurant in the neigh- 
borhood, then a third. All of 
them prospered, and addition- 
al units were steadily added, 
until the chain last year had 
118 units and was the largest 
and best-known of its kind in 
the world. The name Childs 
had become a familiar word in 
the American vocabulary. 

When Samuel Childs died a 
few years ago his brother Wil- 
llam succeeded him as head 
of the organization. William 
had become a very wealthy 
man. The actual manage- 
ment of the resauranta was 
delegated to competent sub- 
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William C hilds.

A great many things happened to 
Ittner at about this time, 1910. He 
was called on for the first time 
to design an important school 
project outside St. Louis. Accept- 
ing, he resigned as Commissioner 
of School Buildings, his full- 
time job, and became architect 
to the St. Louis school board’ on 
a commission basis. At this time, 
too, there was completed the Sol- 
dan High School, which, more 
than any other of the buildings 
he had designed, won him a na- 
tional reputation. Julian Street, 
author and journalist, in a book 
on American cities issued short- 
ly after the completion of Soldan 
in 1911, said: 

‘‘Nevertheless, St. Louis has

schools, stands unsurpassed. If 
ever I have seen a building per- 
fect for its purpose that build- 
ing is the Frank Louis Soldan 
High School, designed by this 
man.

HE first outside city to summon 

Ittner was Gary, Indiana. The 

eall came from Dr. William 
Wirt, one of the foremost progressive 
educators in the country. Dr. Wirt. 
then superintendent of the Gary 
school system, wrote that he wanted 
Ittner to come and build alii the 
schools for this rapidly growing indus- 
trial community. 

The calls came very rapidly after 
this. From Nashville, Tennessee, from 
Dallas, Texas, from Minneapolis In 
Washington, D. C., he built Central 
High School, the largest of his crea- 
tions. 

And now his work took on even 
larger scope. The city of Buffalo, 
New York, called on him to take en- 
tire charge of a school-expansion pro- 
gram. The council voted $10,000,000 


for schools and put it at his disposal. 
He went to Buffalo, made a thorough 
survey of the city, selected schoo! sites 
and got plans under way. By this 
time, naturally, his office force had 
grown to considerable proportions. 
Ittner has always been fortunate in 
his choice of designers and experts. 
The work was organized at this time 
into departments, with a sanitary en- 
gineer in charge of one, a structural 
engineer in charge of another and so 
on. There were field men to super- 
vise actual construction of the proj- 
ects in various parts of the coun- 
try. The architect’s office had de- 
veloped into a highly organized busi- 
ness. 


IRMINGHAM, Alabama, like Buf- 

falo, called upon Ittner to or- 

ganize a school-building program. 
The City Council put at his disposal a 
first $3,500,000 and then a second $3,- 
500,000. There were similar programs 
in Dayton, Ohio; Knoxville, Tennessee, 
and Springfield and St. Joseph, Mis- 
souri. 

He was incredibly busy at this time, 
traveling back and forth across the 
country from one project to another. 
For he insists, above everything else, 
that each school is an individual prob- 
lem, that there can be no standardiza- 
tion in this work. He was meeting 
schoo) boards, beating down contrac- 
tors’ prices, selecting sites for build- 
ings, and still he’found time to run 
over to Europe occasionally to learn 
witat they were doing there. 

And there were various unusual 
projects in which he took a special in- 
terest. Edward Lee McClain commis- 
sioned Ittner to do a memorial high 
school for his home town of Green- 
field, Ohio. In this town of 6000 popu- 
lation Ittner built one of the most 
modern high schools in America. The 
town raised money for a grade school, 
McClain added funds for a vocational 
school and Ittner combined alli three 
huildings to serve a community of a 
hundred square miles. Little one- 
room country school houses = round 
about were shut up and the children 
brought in to this modern educational 

center. 

On the other side 
of the continent Itt- 
ner was building for 
R. A. Long of the 
Loneg-Bell Lumber 
Co. a high school at 
Longview, Washing- 
ton. It was Long’s 

gift to the city that was created by 
the lumber industry. This school is 
probably Mr. Ittner’s favorite of all 
his brood. 

And within recent years Ittner has 
designed many buildings other than 
schools, such specialized structures in 
St. Louis as the Scottish Rite Cathe- 
dral, Central Institute for the Deaf, 
the College of Pharmacy which ad- 
joins the Washington University hos- 
pital group, the Shriners’ hospital for 
crippled children, the Colored Orphans’ 
Home and, most recent of all, the new 
Continental Life Insurance Building 
on Olive street near Grand boulevard. 


OW he is engaged on a work

Gov- 
ernor Caulfield summoned Ittner to a 
conference and said, “You're the man 
to do this job. [ want you two do it 
with all the skill and knowledge at 
your command.’ [t will be not unlike 
a great vocational school for some 
thousand students, this project for 
which preliminary work is already go- 
ing forward. There will he shops, 
classrooms for academic work, a great 
auditorium, plaving fields. Ittner has 
worked out his plans on the dormitors 
system, with 12 separate houses. 

So again Ittner is pioneering. 
When he started work, the schools, 
almost without exception, looked Hke 
prisons, He took the old schoo) plan 
and let in air and light, added every 
modern convenience, beautified the de- 
sign and set the whole thing down In 
a green park surrounded by trees and 
shrubs. Now he ts transforming the 
prison itself, humanizing it. 

Work has been the order of this 
man’s life. His moments of re- 
laxation are rare. During the sum- 
mer he snatches them when he can, 
a day or two here and there, with 
Mrs. Ittner at a summer cottage In 
the dune country along Lake Michi- 
gan, two hours from Chicago.

The statement left by Jacob 
Weatherholt Jr. has this in its 
favor, that when it was written 
no Lincoln Memorial Highway had 
been planned and no controversy 


had arisen as to the trails that 


the Lincolns had trod. This 
is not to suggest that the many 
affidavits gathered in these later 
years are influenced by a desire to 
have the highways placed here or 
there, however difficult it may be 
to reconcile the statements. 
Cannelton, to its lasting glory, 
concedes that the crossing was 
made at Cloverport and puts the 
seal of its approval upon the
